A correspondent of tha Cincinnati Timos, 
writing from Yanceburg, Ky., aavs: 

I learn ^olli . ially, that the Ohio River Pe-

Alter Cuerrllias. 

[For tha t'uion Press.] 
Recently, accompanied by a small Feder- 
al force, I chased guerrillas through the 
counties of Anderson, Nelson and Wash- 
ington, and, of course had a full chance to 
see the working of the guerrilla system at 
its immediate head quarters. I give you 
as briefly as possible my opinion concern- 
ing the citizens of those counties and the 
guerrillas. 

Between the tow n of Lawrenceburg aud 
Bloomfielel 1 did not find tme man who had 
lost anything by guerrillas, although the 
cut-throats travel the road that I pesied 
daily. They (the guerrillas; pay for aud 
receive protection immediately from those 
innocent fanners who swear to a Federal 
oAca r that they never saw a guerrilla. Tho 
gangs under Colter, Magrmk-r, Berry, and 
Sue Mundy are in Bloom field every day 
nearly, but the merchants of that delectable 
hole pay so little attention to them, that 
they never close their slores! These mer- 
chants are never roblied. In fact feeding, 
clothing and giving inlormation to guerril- 
las is as much the business of the inhabi- 
tants of this town as anything else. More 
than this: Those shoemakers ami tailors 
would be idle half the time but for Magru- 
der's custom ! ! 

I do not hesitate to believe that the guer- 
rillas would have been captured in that 
place before this time but for the informa-- 
tion received from citizens. When my force 
arrived in sight of that place fourteen guer- 
rillas were in low n "sat.pping." The stores 
were all open, and each merchant undoubt- 
edly did his utmost to dispose of his line 
broadcloth for money wloeh was known to 
have been stolen! N'oti.c ..f our approach 
was given by citixeus, and the guerrillas 
escaped! "Do not tire on them," exclaimed 
some one to our column as il rushed through 
town, "they are your friends! ' When our 
jaded column turned back from tho pursuit, 
every door was dosed, aud not a store could 
be opened in which to purchase a plug of 
tobacco until threats were made to smash in 
the doors! •

There are one or two I'uion men near 
itloouifleld. Tlmy. I am sorry to say, either 
for money or through fear hold their peace 
and impart no positive information. It is 
true that man v claim to be lor the I 'nion, 
but they only claim this to be able to have 
influence in behalf of guerrillas anil rein ! 
sympathizers when arrested! 
"During my chase I tried every way to get 
information concerning guerrillas. I went 
to houses as an oflicer, as a private, as a 
citizen, ami elicited no information. I 
begged, plead and threatened, with like re- 
sults. Hut it" 1 asked as a guerrilla coneern- 
ing Federal movements, I could readily get 
the most reliable ami latest information. 
Uoracss. food, drink, were offered to dab as 

a guerrilla— curses, cold looks and sneers, 
when I was a Federal ethcer. 

I am satisfied that tho majority of the 
citizens around Bloomtield, and iu the 
edges of Anderson, Nelson anil Spencer 
counties, not only hide guerrillas, but are 
fattening on their spoils. I warn the au- 
thorities that only oue thing can eradicate 
lln m: either mako it a capital oilence to 
teed one, ami exec ;te every man found 
guilty of so doing, or compel ev ery man to 
report to the nearest military command the 
movements of these hell-hounds under 
penalty of death, and when the cowardly 
citizen shall havfl been convinced that ho 
must perform his duty, and suppress guer- 
rillaring, Magruder and Sue Mundy wil' go 
hand in hand to lu ll, 'flunk of the cow- 
ardice of the citizens of Springfield, Perry- 
villc, Bloomfit Id, Bardstow n, and, to cap 
the climax, of New -Haven. Fifteen poor, 
cowardly cuthroats rob two hundred hon- 
orable i?) men, and five scoundrels compel 
twenty armed men to bum a bridgo. It is 
B crying shame! 

Guerrillas can be exterminated, but citi- 
zens must do it. They should be compelled 
to do it. Burn tUoon field, shoot a few cit- 
izens, and instil a proper fear into the re- 
mainder of those cowardly civilians who 
point oqt their neighbors for assassination 
and peace will return to the State, and not 
before.

Davidson has been 
threatening to pillage the tow n of Hardins- 
burg, and the Home Guards of the place 
were fearful that they would lye overpower- 
ed by the gang of cut-throats. 

A few days ago, Major Taj-lor sent a flag 
of truce into the place, tendering his ser- 
vices to protect the town from raids bv 
guerrilla bands. Alter a brief parley, the 
citizens accepted the Major's offer, a'nd at 
hvt accounts Taylor, with a detachment of 
his men, was co-operating with the Home 
Guard company iu guarding the place and 
protecting it from tho depredation of Da- 
vidson's cut-throat.*. The I'niou guards 
and the rebels were acting together and liv- 
ing in "perfect harmony. Walker Taylor 
has vowed vengeance upon the guerrillas, 
and threatens tt) execute every one that 
falls into his hands. It is indeed a sad com- 
ment upon affairs when wo are forced to 
depend upou rebel bands for tho protec- 
tion of t'uion citizens and tow ns in our 
State. 

It is of the same tenor and spirit of sun- 
dry other paragraphs which I have ob- 
served in that and other papers concerning 
Major Wakker Taylor," all of which are

I.ow Salaries of Lady Teachers. 

[For the l iiton 1'iesa.} 

My attention has lately been called to tho 
low salaries paid lady teachers iu the pub- 
lic schools of Louisville, particularly in the 
primary and secondary departments. I 
would Ih> happy, through your columns, to 
call attention to the subject. Nothing is 
more imjMirtant to an individual than pe- 
cuniary matters. Debt causes unhappinos, 
and, if increased and continued, will, in 
many cases, lead to suicide or crime. 

Supply and demand must e.-er regulate, 
to a great extent, the wages of women, as 
well as men. But a standard for the price 
Of labor in all countries, is an ability to ob- 
tain, with its proceeds, the necessaries of 
life. 

Now there are about fifty lady teachers 
in the public schools of Louisville receiv- 
ing salaries of only $3.">0 per annum. Surely 
labor worth using lajfortb paying for. It 
requires as much tdeVupporl a woman as a 
man. How could a gentleman in UMOB 
limes live on that salary? A lew times the 
statement has been made to us that board- 
ing is rather cheaper for women than nu n. 
But after extensive and thorough inve^ii- 
gation 1 find it to be the case that women 
usually pay quite as high for the Bases 
quality of board, and find it more dillicult 
to obtain. If women change their clothing 
to correspond with the seasons, and appear 
in re>pectable out-door apparel, their cloth- 
ing will cost more; so they must pay as hi^h 
for shelter, fuel, clothing, and the other 

comforts of lifeaeBBen. I niveraally thaaTti 

is more waste of time and money among 
men than women. Men make their money 
more easily, and spend it more freely, at 
least the majority do. The salaries of every 
portion of the working community have 
been increased except those of assistants in 
the primary and secondary depsirtments of 
the public schools of LsOOJaTiilax The other 
aaalitantB nave received a tri l.ng increase, 
running from f25 to $100 per annum, ac- 
cording to position tilled. W hen we . in- 
sider that most peoplo eat one thousand 
meals iu the course of a year, require 
clothing to suit the seasons, must 
have shelter for three hundred and 
sixty live nights in the year, 
if not for as many days, and fuel nearly 
half the year, we know that as the lab >r of 
most lady teachers iu the public schools is 
now compensated they cannot maintain 
themselves. Some of them are without 
homes, some without property, some 
have aged or inlirm parents depending 
on them, or orphan brothers and sis- 
ters, and some , without either. The 
wages paitl would barely save iheffl 
trom stars a'ion. Is it right? Is it 
just? Is it iu accordance with the laws 
ami institutions of our boasted land thai 
instructors of tho young should be ground 
soul and body to the dust? Oh awaken, ye 
who occupy promidont post ? Ye who make 
and amend our laws, see to it that woman 
is properly compensated for her labor. 
Why should she be paid less than man ? 
Why should the trerj same BMfdnyniont, 
perforated in every way equally well, re- 
ceive, as it does in most cases, only about 
half as much profit if done by women ? Is 
this the boasted deference and considera- 
tion of American men for their women".' 
Liok to it ye men in power. If other 
countries arelike ours, aud give to women 
a mere tritio for their labor, see to it that 
your country bo the first to cast oir this 
remnant of barbarism. 

Servant girls are now receiving in Louis- 
ville their board, washing, fuel, and $4 a 
week, and some even *."». Lady teachers in 
the primary and secondary departments of 
the public schools of Louisville, receive 
%Si .*.(» per month, without board, fuel, Ae. 
This salary w ill hardly pay for board, fuel, 
and lights. Board cannot be had for less 
than $0 a week, fuel $1 in. lights 'M cents. 
Hoard, fuel and lights consume all, to say 
nothing of washing and c'.olhing. As to 
medicine aud doctors bills — they are not to 
be thought oT. 

Actions apeak louder than words. Where 
is the boaeted consideration of American 
men for their women? Arc they so en- 
gHeeed by war and oilier business that wo- 
man must perish waiting forjusticeat their 
hands? Father in heaven, care for and 
provide for any primary teacher in a pub- 
lic school of Louisville that must depend 
upou her salary alone for a support, in 
these times of high prices for living. Fn- 
able them to stem the current that would 
eugulph her in its very waters. 

We infer that most parents want their 
children educated, from the large attend- 
ance of children at the public schools. We 
have been told that a majority of the most 
wealthy and best educated people patroni/.e 
the public schools of Louisville. 

We have made a comparison of the prices 
of head and hand labor of women. Shall 
the labor of bone and muscle bring a higher 
price than that of the brain? Shall the labor 
of the body excel in value that of the mind? 
Shall the casket be more highly prized than 
the gem il contains? Five' hundred years 
I. nc.-, when history records the fact that 
servant girls received four times the price 
for their hand labor that teachers do for 
their head labor, will not the people of that 
generation blush for their ancestors? And 
when they read in the next paragraph 
that the head labor of men at the same time 
brought four times the price of the manual 
labor of men, how will they reconcile the 
inconsistency with the justice of their an- 
cestors? How can they give them credit for 
the chivalry and consideration they profess 
for the welfare of women? What will they 
think of tho patriotism of American men 
who pay coarse, uneducated girls from Ao - 
eign lands four or live dollars a week, and 
their board, washing, antl lodging, for house 
or kitchen work, while they paitl refined, 
educated Amertcan women, for instructing 
their children, barely their board, lodging, 
and fuel, w ithout a dollar for clothing and 
the other necessaries of life?

History of a Peare Kumor.

know exactly "how it happened. " And it 
was in this wise.

The venerable Mr. Blair has returned to 
Washington, and the telegraph coolly an- 
nounces that his mission was' a strictly and 
exclusively private one, ami that he has 
nothing of public interest to communicate!

Another >pierv is suggested by the above 
extract. Why should Kentuckians chiefly 
regard emancipation from any one stand- 
point, if it be possible to view it from nny 
other? What organic necessity is there in 
Kentuckians for refusing to look all around 
and all through that question iu common 
with other questions? We believe they have 
full average capacity for looking into the 
subject. And thej' certainly have an un- 
common opportunity, as well as a provoca- 
tion, to give it a thorough and coinprehen- 
siv ■ study.

Foutkkss Monkok, January 17, 10 P. 
M. — To the President: The rebel Hag of 
Ft. Fisher w as delivered to me on board 
the steamer Paulding oil' that place, yes- 
terday morning, the 10th. 

An acknowledgement of that gallant 
achievement was given in your name to 
Admiral l'orter and tien. 'Terry, from whom 
particulars were obtained. 'The troops ar- 
rived off Ft. Fisher on Thursday night, 
and on Friday they all landed under cover 
of a heavy fire from the squadron. A re- 
oonnoiaaaoa was made by Gton. Terry on 
Saturday. A strong defensive line against 
any of the enemy's force coming from Wil- 
mington was established and held by 4,l)oo 
men, chiefly colored troops, and an assault 
was determined on. and was made on Sun- 
da v at &90 P. If, 

The sea front of the Fort had been great- 
ly damaged and broken by a continuous 
lire of oar fleet for three days, and the front 
was assaulted at the hour mentioned by a 
uoluinu of seamen and marines, eighteen 
bund red strong, under command of Capt. 
Breese. They reached tbe parapet, but af- 
ler a short DOofliet this column w as check'ed 
and driven back in disorder, and was after- 
wards placed on the de* naive Una, taking 
the plane <>f a brigade that was brought up 
to reinforce the assaulting column of troops. 
Although the assault on the sea front failed, 
it « us gallantly performed and was very use- 
ful in diverting the attent ion of the enemy 
and weakening their resistanc e to attack by 
troops. 'The assault on the other and most 
difficult side of the Fort w as made by a col- 
umn of two thousand troops of the old 10th 
ins, led by Col. Curt iss, under the Imme- 
diate supervision of I Jen. 'Terry. 

'The enemy's force iu front w as over ^,2(»0. 
The BOnfliot lasted for 7 hours. The works 
were so constructed thai every traverse af- 
forded the enemy ■ new defensive position, 
from whence they had to be driven. They 
were 7 in Dumber and the fight w as carried 
on from traverse to traverse for 7 hours 
by a skillfully directed tire thrown into 
traverse, sa one after another they were 
taken by the enemy. 

Admiral Porter eonlributed to the suc- 
cess of the assaulting column by siguals be- 
twaaa him -elf and Gen. Terry at brief in- 
tervals.

Account of the Capture of Ft. Fisher bj 
the Associated Press Correspondent. 

Nkw Yokk, January is.— Tbe Associated 
Press correspondent with the WUnsington 
expodiiion gives further detail* of the cap- 
ture of Ft. Fisher. At In A. M. on the 15th 
all the heavy vessels of the ih-et took posi- 
tion and joined in the light. At lo:\:, ]oo 
boats, each carrying M men, sailors and 
marines, started for the beach and landed 
safely. 

-At the same time the gunboat Monti< ello 
commenced taking soundings directly un- 
der Fort Fisher and shelling the rebel" gun- 
boats in Cape Fear river across t ho point. 
The Fort was silent. eacUfi occasional shots 
at tbe Monticello. 'The only shots tired at 
the Meet were iroiu mound and water bat- 
teries. 

Soon afterwards Capt. OasssMra division 
opened fire on the Mound and water bat- 
teries and speedily silence.! them. By 11:20 
the sailors and marines wereall landed and 
moved up towards Fort Fisher. They 
iormed in eight lines on tho tieach while a 
division of small gunboats was throwing 
shells across the point at the rebels. 

The cannonading w as furiously kept up 
by all the vessels of the fleet," while the 
forces on the land were preparing for the 
assault. At P. M. Porter made signal for 
the lleet to change its tire from Fort Fisher 
to the water batteries. 

The naval brigade commenced moving 
towards the fort on the mound, aud the bat- 
teries shelled them vigorously, but did not 
check their advance. When "they reached 
tbe ditch and shattfe. the fact Opened with 
musketry, giapo and cannisler. 'The rebel 
gunboats Chickainauga and Tallahassee 
opened from the river. The shelling, added 
tothe tiring from the fort, caused heavy 
loss.
